F. No. 25|25|81|E-I.—-Attention is invited lo Public Notice 
No. 8-ETC (PN)|82 dated 25th February, 1982, on the above 
subject. 

In supersession of the provisions contained in para 3 of the 
Public Notice No. 8-ETC (PN)l82 dated 25-2-1982, it has been 
decided that established exporters of Pharmaceutical Products 
may export samples of drug formulations and literature to their 
medical representatives posted abroad independently of the drug 
formulations with the prior permission of the Reserve Bank of 
India. Such established exporters can also avail of the facility 
mentioned in OGL-2 of Import & Export Policy 1984-85, 
(Volume-II). However, the everall annual limit for sending such 
samples of drug formulations when exported by an established 
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exporter cither under OGL-2 or under the general permission 
granted by Reserve Bank of India, shall not exceed 10% of the 
FOB value of pharmaceutical products by such exporter during 
the preceding financial year. (Note : “Established Exporter” 
for tliis purpose would mean an exporter who exported phar¬ 
maceutical products during the preceding two financial years). 

Such sample packings of drug formulations should promi- 
nenlly bear the marking ‘PHYSICIAN’S SAMPLES. NOT FOR 
SALE.’ 

No export benefits shall be admissible on the export of such 
samples of drug formulations.
